ol'thc inventions disclosed and claimed in the Application at a date prior to November 4, 
2000, the filing date of U.S. Provisional AppHcation No. 60/246,035 (herein Gorman), which 
is claimed, for priority purposes, by U.S. Patent No. 6,738,770, filed March 30, 2001. 

3. T composed .software that, when executed, implemented Claims 1 26 before 

the filing date of Gorman. 

4. Successfiil tests were run to show that the software worked according to 
Claims 1 - 26. These tests were completed before the filing date of Gorman and were caiTied 
out in this country. 
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5. The software, when executed by a computer, causes the computer to perform 

tlie steps of Claim 1 , namely: 

a) generating a display of a list of visual indicators in a particular order, 
wherein the particular order indicates how a plurality of items satisfy a 
first criteria; 

b) detecting input indicaUng the selection of a second criteria; 

c) in response to delecting said input, determining how the plurality of items 
satisfy the second criteria; and 

d) while retaining the list of visual indicators in the particular order within 
the display, displaying a visual indication of how the plurality of items 
satjsiy the second criteria. 

6. The sollwai-e, when executed by a computer, causes the computer to perform 

the steps of Claim 11, namely: 

a) generating fust page elements that cause a browser to display in a 
particular order a list of visual indicators, wherein the particular order 
indicates how a plurality of items satisfy a first criteria; 

b) generating one or more second page elements that enable the browser to 
receive user input indicating a selection of one or more criteria of a 
plurality of criteria; 

c) in response to the browser receiving said input, determining how the 
plurality of items satisfy the one or more criteria of the plurality of 
criteria; and 

d) generating third page elements that cause the browser to display, for each 
particular criterion of the pluraUty of criteria, a visual indication of bow 
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the plurality of items satisfy the particular criterion, without changing the 
particular order, in response to receiving user input indicating a selection 
of the particular criterion. 

7. The software, when executed by a computer, causes the computer to perlbrm 
the steps of each of the remaining dependent method claims. 

8. The software was stored, as instructions, on a computer-readable medium. 
The instructions were executed by one or more proce.ssors, which caused the one or more 
processors to perform the steps of Claims 1-13.
